SBCTlON 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of any t~troJ~tlon 

mon~ in the state treaa~ry, not otherwise appropriated, for u 0 • 

the Soldier's Home at Marshalltown, Iowa, the following 
sums, or 80 much thereof as may be nece88ary for the follow-
ing purposes, to-wit: 

For two buildings complete for officers of the home.' 4,000 New buildings. 
For improvements of the grounds .....•..•....• , 1,000 
To reimburse support fund •..........•....•... , 1,532 
SBO. 2. The money herein appropriated shall be paid on 

the order of the commissioners of said home, at such times 
and in such sums as may be deemed necessary by them: 
~ that not more than one-half thereof shall be drawn 
(iuring the yesr 1892, and the balance in two equal install­
ments-the first on or after May first 1893--and the second 
on or after October first 1893. 
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shall take effect and be in orce rom and after its pu lication 
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in the Iowa State ~ster and Dee Moines Leader, news­
papers pnblished at Des Moinee, Iowa.
